N I CHRONICLES (29:11, 12) 

we read: “Thine, O Lord, is the 

greatness, and the power, and 
the glory, and the victory, and the 
majesty: for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine; 
thine is the kingdom, O Lord, and 
thou art exalted as head above all. 
... In thine hand is power and 
might; and in thine hand it is to 
make great, and to give strength 
usto all.”

Had he 
accepted even the possibility of 
defeat, there would have been no 
resurrection. In our Master’s 
thought there was no defeatism, 
no fear, no cowardice, no doubt, 
no confusion.

The real man is not conscious 
ef, nor subject to, war, disease, 
famine, persecution. Man is spirit- 
ual, and because he is spiritual, 
dwelling continually in the realm 
of Love, he is indestructible, eter- 
nal, incapable of experiencing sin, 
sickness, sorrow, or death. Neither 
bomb nor bullet, disease nor 
death, can destroy man, God’s 
spiritual idea. To understand 
these spiritual truths brings re- 
lease from human suffering, pro- 
tection from danger, and the God- 
given ability to conquer all evil. 

Mary Baker Eddy tells us in 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” (p. 571): “At all 
times and under all circumstances, 
overcome evil with good. Know 
thyself, and God will supply the 
wisdom and the occasion for a 
victory over evil. Clad in the 
panoply of Love, buman hatred 
cannot reach you. The cement of 
a higher humanity will unite all 
interests in the one divinity.” To 
be “clad in the panoply of Love,” 
which is the Christian warrior’s 
armor, shields one from the 
enemy’s treacherous blows, and 
enables one to face danger fear- 
lessly, to go steadily forward until 
all belief in evil is annihilated 
and the total victory won. No evil 
can come into the experience of 
one who truly loves God.

Only as brotherly love replaces 
the evil suggestions of lust, greed, 
hatred, aggression, racial preju- 
dice in mortal consciousness will 
wars forever cease. No dictator- 
ship, no sin, no disease, no so- 
called material force, has power 
to destroy or intimidate one who 
clearly discerns spiritual reality. 
His stronghold is Truth, which is 
indestructible. Whether the prob- 
lem to be solved is that of disease 
or death, war or persecution, there 
must be no yielding to the enemy, 
the belief in evil as real. Matter 
cannot hide or defeat Spirit or 
Spirit’s expression, man, for evil 
is not the master of good. 

Jesus’ enemies crucified him in 
the effort to destroy the good 
which he taught and proved; but 
Jesus rose victorious on that 
Easter morn! Those who may 
suffer seeming defeat at the ruth- 
less hands of dictatorship can rise 
with renewed strength; they need 
not and will not remain helpless 
at the feet of any aggressor. Jus- 
tice, harmony, freedom, yea, verit- 
able victory, must be theirs! We 
are not defenseless, for God, 
Truth, is our ever-available de- 
fense and refuge; we are not 
powerless, for man is the expres- 
sion of divine Principle. We can 
never be robbed of our divine 
heritage of life and liberty, for 
God is man’s Life and by divine 
decree man is eternaliy free. 
Health, abundance, peace, indi- 
vidual freedom, can never be anni- 
hilated; they are immortal gifts of 
Love, our Father-Mother God. 

The light of the Christ, Truth, 
so clearl: manifested by our 
Master, beckons us onward and 
upward t- ‘ay. The certainty of 
reaching the goal — victory over 
all evil—spurs us on to higher 
mental altitudes, wherein evil is 
seen for what it is—a nonentity.

Heroic U. S. Nurse 
Assists Wounded 
Men Under Fire 


This Is the Story of a Pretty 
Girl Who Set Heart on 
Serving Her Country. 


NEW YORK.—This is the saga of 
pretty Helen Loretta Summers, born 
at the close of World War I, who 
as a second lieutenant in the army 
nurse corps, has won the plaudits 
of her fellow Americans for gallant 
conduct amid the battle horrors of 
Manila, Bataan and Corregidor. 

Now she is stationed with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s forces some- 
where in Australia, carrying on the 
good work with other ‘Florence 
Nightingales’’ of the ANC. 

Ever since she was a little girl, 
said her mother, Mrs. John V. Sum- 
mers, dark-haired, brown-eyed 
Helen has shown an ambition to be 
“in the thick of things doing some- 
thing important.’’ Her love of coun- 
try also has been an outstanding 
trait. 

At St. Mary’s hospital, Brooklyn, 
where she won her “R. N.,”’ she 
was leader of her class and was 
graduated with the highest honors 
in 1938. 

She Sees Action. 

No one could have wished for 
more action than Helen got in the 
Far East. Stationed at Fort McKin- 
ley, she was in the thick of Japanese 
bomb attacks from December 7 on. 
Nurses at the Fort McKinley hos- 
pital slept in shelters deep under- 
ground because of the almost con- 
stant rain of bombs. 

Day and night Helen toiled with 
other American and Filipino nurses 
to help the stream of soldiers and 
civilians wounded by the enemy. Not 
a word of complaint, of weariness 
ever left her lips. 

But during all this excitement she 


managed to seek new thrills. Her 
letters mentioned: 

“Went up in a bomber. But I 
didn’t get half the thrill I expected.” 


And— 

‘Had dinner on a submarine.’ 

The day following the flight in the 
bomber the hospital at Fort McKin- 


| ley was bombed and everybody 
there was evacuated to Manila. That 
was on last Christmas morning. 
Just as the nurses had seated 
themselves at dinner that evening, 
an air raid alarm drove them to 
shelter, she related, in a letter. 


Stays on Bataan. 

Then came another hairbreadth 
adventure—the evacuation next day | 
to Corregidor.

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Girl Pilot Faints, 
Ship Lands Safely 


Learner Swoons Again on 
Landing After Trip. 


ANN ARBOR, MICH.—Joan Tesch, 
19 years old, who has had only 
four hours of solo flying time, 
was under treatment for severe 
shock today as a result of her har- 
rowing experience in flying uncon- 
scious in her trainer cabin plane 
for a full hour last night. 

Dwight Reynolds, manager of the 
Municipal airport and Robert 
Young, the girl’s instructor, went 
aloft in their own planes to investi- 
gate why Miss Tesch kept circling 
the field. They were horrified when 
they saw her slumped against the 
side of the cabin, unconscious. 

They flew around for several min- 
utes, then came down and made 
preparations for a crash landing. A 
sheriff's ambulance was called to 
stand by. Fire extinguishers and 
first aid equipment were brought 
out. Dusk gave way to darkness. 
Still the plane circled aimlessly. 

Finally, an hour after her takeoff, 
Miss Tesch regained consciousness 
and tried for a landing. Groggy 
from her experience, she twice 
missed the field. On the third at- 
tempt the motor stalled when her 
gasoline supply ran out, and she 
landed without lights in a farm field 
adjacent to the airport. The plane 
stopped when it bumped into a fence.

Wounded in Sea, 
Nude U. S. Flyer 
Walks 80 Miles 


Anxious to Get Back Into 
Fight to Seek Revenge 
For Slain Buddies. 


MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA.— 
Shot down at sea and wounded by 
Japanese fliers as he floated in a 
life belt, Corp. Louis Murphy. 25- 
year-old United States airman from 
Bridgeport, Conn., has reached an 
Allied base after a two-day swim 
and 18 days of walking naked and 
hungry over 80 miles of wild coun- 
try. 

The other crew members of his 
bomber all apparently were killed in 
the water by low-diving Japanese 
planes. 

Here is Murphy's own story: 

“Our bomber had been attacking 
Lae, New Guinea, when an over- 
whelming force of Jap Zeros at- 
tacked and shot us down. The crew 
swam about in Mae Wests (brilliant 
orange colored life belts). The 


| Zeros began machine gunning us, 


so we separated. 
Got Rid of Clothing. 

“Seeing that we were likely to be 
in the water for some time, I got 
rid of my clothing. Every time the 
Zeros made a pass at us I dived as 
deep as possible and remained un- 
der until my lungs were nearly 
bursting. I had to deflate my life 
belt three times. 

“One Zero came down within 100 
feet before letting go a burst of bul- 
lets. One bullet nipped off the tip 
of one of my fingers. 

“By the time the Zeros left, I 
struck out for shore, but couldn’t 
make any headway against the cur- 
rent. My buddies were disappear- 
ing out to sea. 

“By nightfall I was five miles off- 
| shore and did not know in what 
| direction to swim. During the after- 
| noon a boat had put out from shore, 
| but I dived, feeling certain it was a

“TY spent a verribie night, a:ter- 
nately swimming and dozing. Once 
I dreamed I was back aboard the 
bomber, bouncing about in a terrible 
storm. 

Tries to Catch Raindrops. 

‘Next morning I was closer to 
shore, being carried by a current 
parallel to the beach. During the 
day I tried to ease my thirst by 
opening my mouth to catch rain- 
drops. 

“Forty-two hours after the bomb- 
er came down I drifted into shallow 
water and staggered ashore. I spent 
a few hours recovering some 
strength and drinking milk from 
coconuts. 

“Naked, without shoes, and with 
my body already badly sunburned, 
I set off in the general direction of 
our base. After seven days I met 
the survivors of another plane crash, 
carrying their wounded pilot on a 
litter. 

“I’m dying to get into the fight 
again. I'll have no mercy on those 
Japanese for what they did to us in 
the water.” 


How U.S. Sailors Braved 


Sharks to Aid Wounded 

SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF.—Unin- 
jured sailors, led by a heroic offi- 
cer, jumped into the shark-infested 
Coral sea to make room in rescue 
whaleboats for wounded and burned 
members of their crew, two sur- 
vivors of the United States naval 
tanker Neosho revealed today. 

E. A. Flaherty, 22 years old, elec- 
trician’s mate, third class, from St. 
Louis, Mo., and D. J. Nelson, 22, 
signalman, third class, from Laurel, 
Mont., said when the Neosho started 
to sink in the Coral sea engage- 
ment, Lieut. (j. g.) Henry K. Brad- 
ford ordered all the men out of the 
boats to make room for those who 
were wounded.
